"Mission Accomplished" could very well be the 
motto of this year's Speech Squad. Not only have 
they taken sweepstakes at all the Forensic Tourna¬ 
ments in which they participated but they have 
also won over 123 awards, more than any other 
squad, and the senior group will receive more 
speech pins than previous graduating groups. 

In a brief resume of the season we find that 
Student Congresses awards were won and bills 
passed, even though for the first time in years no 
Su-Hi participant ran for the Nationals. 

Club contests started out well with Candy Dunn 
winning "The Voice of Democracy" and placing in 
the State Finals. It was followed with Orley Ashen¬ 
felter qualifying for the Toastmasters 7 Extempo¬ 
raneous Finals to make it the seventh consecutive 
year in which a Sweetwater contestant has been in 
those finals. Ellen Fitzhugh won the District Amer¬ 
ican Legion Contest and placed second to the boy 
who won the State at the Area level. Orley reached 
the regionals of the Lions 7 Club Oratory, and Doug 
Morgan qualified for the U.N. Finals, with the re¬ 
sults still in doubt at this writing. A sophomore, 
Leonard Willett, qualified for the District finals of 
the Optimist Club. 

But the real effort of the squad was in tourna¬ 
ments. It began with the "B's" winning the Palo- 
mar Novice for the third straight year, so that 
Sweetwater retired the sweepstake trophy. They 
won it the hard way, without debate. 

The real test came with the annual San Diego 
State College Open, which was this year divided 
into an Individual and a Debate tourney. For the 
fourth straight year, Sweetwater took the sweep- 
stakes at both tourneys, equalling last year's 27 
awards won. At the Cal-West Interpretation Festi¬ 
val, Ellen Fitzhugh and Noel Christman teamed to 
win the team trophy for Humorous. In addition, 
finalists were placed in every event, quite a feat 
for a group that does not specialize in interpreta¬ 
tive events. 


The Hoover Tournament was handily won by the 
squad. It was followed by the San Diego State 
Qualifying (after a practice tourney sponsored by 
Hilltop). From it, Sweetwater qualified two debate 
teams and five individual entries for the State 
Finals. Ellen Fitzhugh was the only contestant in 
the tournament to qualify in three events. In de¬ 
bate, Don Wallace-Doug Morgan and Ellen Fitz- 
hugh-Candy Dunn took first and second, respect¬ 
ively; Ellen took first in Extempore and Impromptu; 
Orley Ashenfelter, second in Extempore; Helen 
Barrett, second in Dramatic; Janice Tsuji, second 
in Girls 7 Oratory; and Candy Dunn, third in Extem¬ 
pore. Su-Hi 7 s aim was to qualify two teams in 
debate, and they succeeded!

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The hope was to qualify a third team from the 
N.F.L. District, this year held at Soutehrn Cali¬ 
fornia. The squad accomplished their mission; for 
Orley and Phil Petersen took first and qualified not 
only for the State but also for the Nationals, de¬ 
feating Candy and Ellen. In addition, Ellen took 
first in Girls' Extempore to qualify for the Na¬ 
tionals for the second year, and Candy took second 
place; Doug took first in Boys' Extempore and 
Orley, second. To keep intact their record of never 
losing a District sweepstakes, the squad scored a 
total of 78 points, the largest ever to be scored by 
any Sweetwater group at a District Tournament. 
Also, for the seventh straight year Su-Hi will be 
participating in the Nationals, never qualifying in 
less than two events since 1954. Of course, it is 
the eighth year that Sweetwater will be repre¬ 
sented at the State and the first time it is sending 
three debate teams to it.
